But  Lilelo  snakes  her  head;  she  will  not  leave  the  beauteous  freedom  of  the  nature  she 
has  learned  to  love.  The  Fountain  Fairy  comes  forward  and  changes  her  into  a  waterlily,  to  live  in 
the  palace  fountain,  beloved  and  admired  but  not  fondled  by  the  neglectful  parents.
